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EASTERN TUKF TALK. 



“Tbe wicd-up of the meeting at Bennings on Sat- 
urday marked the end of the most successfal turf 
season on record in the east. Every racing associa- 
tion under the jurisdiction of the Jockey Club en- 
joyed phenomenal success. The amount of money 
paid out by them in stakes and purses was greater 
than ever before, while the attendance figures 
eclipsed all previous marks. From the opening of 
the Aqueduct track last April right up to the last 
day of the season the attendance was a record- 
breaker. Although no ofiicial figures are available, 
it is estimated that the daily average paid attend- 
ance. exclusive of Saturdays and holidays, at all 
tracks in the Metropolitan district was about 6,0C0, 
while the Saturday and holiday average reached 
20.000. The largest crowd of the season gathered 
on Futurity Day at Sheepshead Bay, when more 
than 40,000 persons paid admission, while probably 
5,000 more got in on passes and complimentary 
badges. There were tremeudons crowds, too, on 
Brooklyn and Suburban Days, but they did not 
equal the Futurity crowd by a long way,” says the 
New York Sun of Monday. 

“ Although it never can expect to draw the crowds 
that patronize the Metropolitan tracks, the Saratoga 
Racing Association, with William C. Whitney at 
the helm, has already opened the books and also 
closed the entries for some of the richest stakes 
that have ever been run on the American turf. 
These events have not only filled well, but they 
have also shown that the breeding industry has de- 
veloped gradually into a wonderful business, in 
which not only millionaires, but persons of ordi- 
nary means are deeply interested. For the $15,000 
Spinaway Stakes for two-year-old fillies the princi- 
pal nominators are August Belmont, whose list in- 
cludes youngsters sired by Henry of Navarre and 
Hastings; J. N. Camden, Jr., O. H. Cbenault, Mrs. 
Thomas J. Carson, who bred Eugenia Burch; J. B. 
Haggin. with a lengthy list sired by the great Sal- 
vator, Bathampton, Juvenal, Order, Ben Holladay 
and Raffaelo; James R. Keene, with the get of 
Kingston, Ben Brush and St. Simon; John E. Mad- 
den, with a lot by Plaudit, Hamburg, Sandringham, 
Himyar, Meddler and Hastings; S. Sanford & Son, 
depending upon their stallion Clifford once more; 
Milton Young, with as many nominations as any- 
body, the leading sires being Mirthful, Pirate of 
Penzance, The Friar, St. Florian and Lamplighter; 
and last, but not least, W. C. Whitney, with twenty- 
four nominations by Hamburg, Meddler, Lissak, 
Sandringham and Plaudit, the dams being York- 
ville Belle, Rnperta, Martha II., Poetess, Admira- 
tion, Mannie Himyar, Vespers, Mary C., Florrie, 
Mountain Range, Huela, Faithful, Handspnn, Tara 
Blackburn, Harmonica, Xela, Elusive, Souffle, Peg 
W'tiffliigton. La Sy Iphide, Nihil. Clementina, Urania 
and Daisy F. 

“For the Great Republic of $'.0,000, one mile and 
a quarter, to be run in 1905, the entry list just 
closed shows a remarkable array of owners and 
uonduations: 

“^^ith even greater liberality have the breeders 
sent in their nominations for the $tU,0 0 Hopeful 
Stakes, for two-year-olds, to be run in 1905. The 
largest nominators for this event are August Bel- 
mont, S. .S Brown, J. N. Camden, Jr., Mrs. T. J. 
Carson, David Gideon, H. P. Headley, J. B. Hag- 
gin, F. R. Hitchcock, James R. Keene, John E. 
Maddei., H. T Oxnard, E F. Clay, S. Sanford & 
Son, W. C. Whitney and Milton Young. Mr. Whit- 
ney bus seventy -five nominations and Mr. Young 
has 181, heading the list. 

Entries for the National Stallion Stakes, to be 
run in 1904, pnrbab'y at Belmont Park, will close a 
week from tomorrow. The stallion entries already 
received include such famous sires as Hastings, 
Henry of Navarre, Ben Strome, Sir Dixon, Hand- 
spring, Athelii g. His Highness, Golden Garter, 
Goldfinch, Star Ruby, Watercress, St. Gatien, Bath- 
amptoM, Ben Holiaday, Juvenal, Salvator, Orna- 
ment, Kingston, Ben Brush, St. Leonards, Himyar, 



Masetto, Sandringham, Plaudit, Mirthful, Sir 
Walter, Knight of the Thistle, Kantaka, Hamburg, 
Meddler, Lissak and Albert. Entries for the Sev- 
enth Matron Stakes, to be run in the fall of 1905, 
at Belmont Park, also close one week from tomor- 
row. 

“It is now said that the Metropolitan Jockey 
Club, controlling the so-called Snllivan-McCarren 
truck building near Jamaica, may not receive a 
license from the State Racing Commission for the 
reason that it has made no arrangements to hold 
stake events, calculated to further the breeding 
interests and for that matter has not eveu made an 
application for dates. According to the way the 
Metropolitan Jockey Club people are conducting 
their affairs, things seem to be at a standstill, 
although it can be said that the promoters of the 
project fully expect to receive recognition from the 
racing authorities. The bmldii g of Belmont Park 
will not interfere with the dates of the other racing 
associations, fur the reason that the new track will 
undoubtedly receive the allotment that ihe West-' 
Chester Association has had all along at Morris 
Park. Engineer C. F. Leavitt, Jr., who has under- 
taken to build Belmont Park, says that he expects 
to let the various contracts out before the end of 
the present year and that ground will probably be 
broken the middle of January or the first of 
February. The work of building thu tracks and the 
chute will be begun first, the construction of the 
huge grandstand and other pavilions to follow. By 
next November, Mr. Leavitt says the work will have 
progressed so far that there will be only a few 
finishing touches to be applied before the opening 
of the track in May, 19Ci4. Patrons of the turf were 
astounded when they learned that Belmont Park in 
area will be three times as large as Morris Park 
and that there will be seating accommodation for 
nearly 20,000 persons. Such a racecourse, before 
the plans had been actually drawn, was always re- 
garded as a dream, but it remained for the members 
of the Westchester .Association to convince the pub- 
lic that the days of dreams have passed. 

“Johnny Reiff rode the largeetnumber of winning 
mounts on the French tracks this year. He had 116 
victories, Milton Henry being second with ninety- 
four. Unless there is some conclusive evidence of 
guilt againt these boys, these records ought to 
carry considerable weight with the French turf 
authorities when they come to reconsider the ex- 
pulsion of Reiff and Henry from the turf.”

“It is a rather autocratic body, that Western 
Jockey Club,” said Mr. Carmody, who has been 
refused dates for his Bt. Louis track, “I was given 
a hearing by it. Mr. Young, its president, began by 
asking me to be brief. I told him I would be as 
brief as my business permitted. I was. Mr. Mont- 
gomery asked me what dates I wanted and was 
very courteous. Mr. Bush, of New Orleans, asked 
me if my track was bnilt. I assured him I had not 
had time to build it. bat that it was in course of 
construction. I then offered to file a bond of $60,000 
to guarantee its erection. 

“Mr. Angelo Celia asked me my business. I as- 
sured him without any frills that I was a liquor 
dealer. I presented a petition signed by leading 
business men in St. Louis. Mr, Celia asked me if I 
meditatrd any design to interfere with the present 
racing laws of Missouri. I told him that I was 
j there asking favors, not making threats. He asked 
j me if I had not said that I would endeavor to inter- 
; fere with the racing laws. I said I had not said so. 
I Mr. Celia then said that the St. Louis newspapers 
had so quoted me. 



“Having been ignorant of any such quotation, I 
asked Mr. Celia to produce the papers in question. 
He did not do so- I feel that my plan impressed 
the stewards of the Jockey Club, but they [refused 
me dates.” 

Asked if he now proposed to take any steps to in- 
terfere with the established racing laws of Mis- 
souri, Mr. Carmody said that, beyond being in 
favor of short meetings, say, thirty days for each 
track, he had nothing to say. He further stated 
that he would proceed with the erection of his 
track, and would have it ready for racing in the 
early summer, 

C. A. Tilles, of the Fair Association, said that he 
had no statement to make, beyond the admission 
that the dates given the Fair Gronnds were satis- 
factory to him. 

“I wish to lay special stress on tl\e fact that the 
Fair Grounds and De'mar Park did not organize 
the Jockey Club,” said Mr. Tilles, “and are not 
responsible for its policy or action. In fact, we 
were the first people to oppose the Jockey Club, 
which we did to our cost and sorrow. Wo found it 
wise and expedient to submit to it and take wbat 
wn got. The Fair Gronnds and Delmar tracks are 
not opposing Mr, Carmody or any one else, for we 
were in a similar position two years ago. Wo are 
taking what we get and being thankful.”— St. Louis 
Republic. 

The Latonia Jockey Club has announced its 
stakes for the spring meeting of 1933, which will 
close January 1.

The Merchants’ Stakes; a selling sweepstakes for 
three-year-olds and upward ; $1,250 added; 1 mile. 

The Decoration Handicap; for three-year-olds 
and upward ; $1,500 added ; 1 1-10 miles. 

The Cincinnati Hotel Bpring Handicap ; for three- 
year-olds and upward; $1,230 added; 1 1-8 miles. 

The Cincinnati Steeplechase; a handicap for 
three-year-olds and upward; $1,000 added; full 
course; about 2 miles. 

The Latonia Derby, 1904; for three-year-olds, 
foals of 1931 ; $2.-500 added; li miles. 

The Latonia Oaks, 1901; for fillies three years old, 
foals of 1931 ; $1,250 added ; 11 miles. 



The Saratoga association for the improvement of 
the breed of horses, of which Hon. William C. 
Whitney is president, has declared a dividend of 
five per cent, on its capital of half a million. 

This means that the second season of the new 
racing regime, in spite of the enormous amount of 
money spent in improvements and greatly increased 
amount of money given away in purses and added 
money to stakes, proved so prosperous and popular 
that $2-5,QC0 was paid in dividends to stockholders. 

The fact was made occasion for much congratu- 
lation to Mr. Whitney, whose enthusiasm in turf 
matters has aided this great and popular sport gen- 
erally at every northern point, and more particu- 
larly at Saratoga, in the affairs of which racing 
center he has expended both time and money.

The Cincinnati Commercial-Tribune of December 
4 has this to say about the prospective opening of 
the Newport track for winter racing: 

“The winter racing meeting of the Newport track 
will open Christmas Day, according to plans of the 
new owners. John J. Ryan the St. Louis book- 
maker, yesterday purchased a large interest in the 
track, and after some necrssary improvements are 
made it will be opened. This will probably be on 
Christmas Day. 

“ Frank F, Fowler will retain the sole manage- 
ment. Fowler managed the Newport track under 
the most discouraging conditions imaginable and 
the very fact that he will again be at the head of 
the track assures Us being conducted on straight- 
forward lines. 

“ In conjunction with the race meeting a foreign 
book will be opened at Newport. This will be un- 
der the supervision of John J. Ryan. 

“One of the improvements contemplated is the 
building of a bridge over the Licking River, over 
which the trolley cars can be run to the gates o' thj 
track. Plans for such a bridge have been i u exisi 
ence for some years, but have never been 
out. These plans have been turned over to Ryan, 
who will start in at once to have bids made on the 
work. 

“It is the intention of the new racing club to give 
a race meeting, independent of the Western Jockey 
Club, and it will be run the year around. The 
uninitiated have had some doubts about a track so 
conducted being able to get horses, but on this 
point Messrs. Fowler and Ryan give the greatest 
assurance. They say that within two weeks 500 
horses; will be stabled at Newport, and these will be 
of as good class as have been running at New 
Orleans. 

“One of the first steps to be taken is to enclose 
the betting shed with glass, and a portion of the 
grandstand, too, is to be sheltered from the cold. 
The track itself is in good condition, and men will 
be put to work on it immediately to get it in shape 
for the opening day. 

“Manager Fowler and John Ryan had a long con- 
ference at the Gibson House last night. WhtJ 
seen there Manager Fowler said : 

“ ‘We will open on Christmas day with a high class 
race meeting. Newport has always been conducted 
on high lines, and this will not be an exception to 
the rule. We will have all the horses we can care 
for. Our reputation with the horsemen has long 
been established. I feel confident that we will gst 
the patronage of the race loving public, for wo pro- 
pose to conduct a fair and square high class meet- 
ing. The officials have not yet been selected, but 
they will be men who have boon identified with the 
game for years.’ 

“In this connection it may be said that Judge 
Burke, one of the best known racing officials of the 
country will in all probability bo the presiding 
judge. John J. Ryan, who is behind the movement 
to open the track, was most enthusiastic over the 
prospects. 

“ ‘Newport will run a meet'ng independent of any 
turf body,’ ho said, ‘but it will be a first-class 
meeting. Wo will have men in the stand whose 
reputations are known the country over as capable 
officials; our betting ring will be open and wo will 
have good horses here. I know that there is no 
doubt about that. Mr. Fowler will manage the 
track, while I will be in charge of the foreign book 
and the batting ring. We balievo that wo have a 
right to race in Kentucky during the month of De- 
cember and other months as well as other people 
have a right to race in Louisiana. 

“ ‘The Western Jockey Club has no right to con- 
trol racing in this sectiou. Horsemen, under exist- 
ing conditions, do not have a possible chance un- 
less they are fortunate enough to have nothing but
